OF THE 

Treaty of Navigation and Commerce 
Between his Britannic Majefly and the Mof 

Chriftian King, concluded at Verfailles on the 

26th of September, 1786, by the Right Hon 

William Eden, and the Sicur Fofeph Mathia: 

Gerard de Rayneval, Knight, Sc. Gea Ga 

appointed by their refpeive Sovereigns for negoct 

ating the faid Treaty. 
rPpeHeE preamble fets forth, That his Britanni: 

{ Majefty and the Moft Chriftian King, being 
equally defirous of confolidating a good underftan¢- 
ing between their refpe@tive fubjects, conceive that 
the mo(t effeStual means to attaia that defirable end 
would be to eftablifh fuch a fyftem of commerce as 
would tend to the mutual convenience of the fubjects 
of both kingdoms, and on fuch a bafis of reeipro- 
city as might, by difcontiquing the prohibitions agd 
duties which have heretofore been levied, afford the 
molt effential advantages to the induftry and manu- 
fafures of both kingdoms, and effectually deftroy 
illicit trade. For this defirable purpofe the Kings of 
Great Britain and France have feverally nominated 
and appointed the Minifters above named, who have 
agreed on a variety of articles, of which the follow- 
ing is the fubftance: 

‘There fhall be an entirely perfect and_ reciprocal 
trade and navigation between their refpective fubjects 
in the European dominions of both potentates, on 
fuch conftitutions as are hereafter agreed on. 

For the future and better fecurity of this good 
correfpondence, it is agreed, that in cafe of any 
rupture hereafter between the high contracting parties 
(which is not to be confidered as fuch till a recal 
thalk take place of their refpective ambaffadors) 
the fubjeéts of each country fhall enjoy the previleges 
of remaining and trading in the dominions of the 
other ; and twelve months fhall be refpedtively al- 
lowed them to depart, with their property, in cafe 
their removal fhall be thought neceffary. 

The fubjeéts of his Britannic Majelty, and thofe 
of the moft Chriftian King, fhall not, directly or 
indireétly, act hoftilely again each other, nor re- 
ceive commifhions of any kind from powers who may 
be enemies to either party. For this purpofe, pro- 
hibitions fhall be publithed in all the territories of 
each power, on pain of the moft fevere punifhment 
to the offenders, befides making reftitution to the 
parties injured. No letters of reprifal thall be grant- 
ed by either power, unlefs where juftice is denied 
or delayed ; and this denial or delay fhall not be 
confidered as founded, except where the petition of 
the party. who applies for the letters of raprifale 
fhall be made known to the Minifter aéting for the 


power againit whofe fubjeéts fuch letters of re- ° 


prifal are iffued, that within four months, at the 

molt, he may prove, that no fuch denial or delay 

has actually taken place, or procure fatisfaction for 

the injury fuftained. , 

The fubjests of both countries fhall have free Ji- 
berty, without any kind of paflport, to enter and 
depart from any of the territories whatfoever of the 
re{pective Sovereigns, fortified or otherwife, fituated 
in Europe, and therein to purchafe whatever may 
be neceflary for their convenience or fubfittence, pro- 
vided they conform to the eftablifhed laws of fuch 
country. 

‘The fubjects and fhips of either country, with fuch 
part of their cargoes as may be unprohibited, are 
granted permifiion to approach and enter the ports, 
rivers, cities, &c. of the other fituated in Europe, 
and remain there, without re(triftion as to time. 
They are alfo mutually allowed to refide there, and 
purchafe whatever merchandife they pleafe, either 
from the maker or vender. ‘They may alfo keep in 
their warehoufes merchandizes brought from other 
places, and not be obliged to expofe the fame to fale 
in a public fair or market. They are not to be fub- 
jet to any duties in confideration of fuch privileges, 
excepting agreeably to this treaty, or which the fub- 
jects of both parties fhall themielves be liable to. 
They thall refpeétively have full liberty to remove 
themfelves, families, and effects (after paying the 
ufual duties) wherever they may think proper. 
Free Liserty thall be allowed with refpect to 
Religion ; and the fubjects of one kingdom, dying 
in the territories of the other, fhall be allowed cou- 
venient places of interment nor fhall the funerals 
or tombs of the deceafed be diftarbed. AJl the 
laws of the refpective kingdoms fhall remain in force 
and be put in execution, relative either to navigation 
or trade, excepting where the prefent treaty {pecifies 
to the contrary. 

The following Tarire has been agreed on, in order 
to fix, on a permanent foundation, the trade be- 
taveen the tavo nations. 

Trench wines, directly from France, to pay no 
more duty than Portugal wines. 

Wines, imported directly from that country to 
Ircland, to pay no more than at prefent. 

French vinegar, which now pays a duty of 67 1. 
5s. 4d. 12-twenticths Englith money per ton, by 
the prefent treaty, are not to pay any more per ton 
than 32 1. 18s. 10 d, 16-twenticths English. 

French brandies, which now pay 9s. 6d. 12- 
twentieths per gallon, Englifh money and meafure, 
fhall only pay 7 s. 

Olive oil, directly from France, fhall pay no more 
than the moft favoured nations now pay for the fame 
article. 

Beer to pay, reciprocally, a duty of thirty per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Cabinet ware and turnery, cutlery and hardware, 





and all articles made of iron, feel, copper and 


— ~ 
brafs, fhall be claffed, and ten per cent. ad valorem, 
be the highe(t duty paid. 

Cottons of all forts, manufa@ured in either coun- 
try, and knit of wove woollens, hofiery included, 
fhall pay, im eath kingdom, an import’ duty of 
twelve per cent. ad valorem. Cotton or woollen 
manufactures, mixed with filk, are {till to remain 
prohibited on both fides. 

Vive thillings Englith, fhall be paid as a reciprocal 
import duty on canbrics and lawns, for every demi- 
piece of feven yawds and three quarters, Englith 
meafure ; and lines manufaétured of hemp or flax, 
in the European dminions of either Sovereign, are 
to pay no higher cuties, in Great Britain or France, 
than linens made in Flanders or Holland now pay 
when imported into Great Britain; and linens of 
French or Jtif manufaSture are not to pay any 
higher daties than linens now pay which are made in 

Hand, and imported into bab 

_' “All articles of fadlery to pay eciprocally fiftecn 
percent. ad valorem, as an import duty. 

_Gauzes to pay ten per cent, ditto. 

Millinery, made of lawn, cambrick, gauze or 
mufin, twelve per cent. ditto, and unfpecified arti- 
clestherein ufed to pay the fame as the moft favour- 
ed rations. 

Twelve per cent. ad valorem, to be paid on earth- 
en Wire, porcelain and pottery. 

Tvelve per cent. ad valorem, vo be paid on all 
plate ylafs and glafs ware. 
es Onbeer, linens of all forts printed or dyed, plate- 
glafs ad glafs ware, the King of Great Britain re- 
ferves \o himfelf the right of countervailing, by ad- 
ditional duties, the internal duties now laid on the 
raw materials. 

His Moft Chriftian Majefty referves to himfelf 
the fame right refpecting beer, iron and cottons. 

For fecuring the receipt of thefe impofts, on the 
value of the articles above fpecified, the contracting 
parties will concert together on the molt effectual 
means, and fhould there be any error in the faid 
Tariff, they will agree in caufing them to be reéti- 
fied. 

Merchandizes, not particularifed, fhall pay reci- 
procally the import and export duties now payable 
by the moft favoured European nations. 

Ships of the fubjects of either power are refpec- 
tively to enjoy all the advantages of the moft favour- 
ed nations of Europe. Should either party grant, 
hereafter, additional advantages to other European 
nations, the fubjects of the contracting parties thall 
enjoy the fame; without prejudice to the advanta- 
ges they referve.to themfelves, viz. France, in fa- 
vour,of Spain, by family compaé, 1761; and Eng- 
Jand, by convention between England and Portugal, 
1703. 

{n order that every perfon may know, with cer- 


tainty, the cuftoms, impofts, import and export du- ‘ 


ties, above mentioned, and to prevent difficulties 
and difputes, the particulars of the fame are to be 
publicly affixed in all trading cities, towns, &c. in 
the refpeflive dominions of both powers. And all 
officers whatfoever, who fhall demand or receive any 
fee or reward, otherwife than allowed by the faid a- 
greement, fhall make reitoration of the fame to the 
party who gave it him, and fuffer the punthment 
the law prefcribes. 

Merchandizes fhall not be confifcated or infpes- 
ed, under prerence of fraud or defe&, or imperfec- 
tion in working them, &c. but the buyer and feller 
fhall fix on them what price they may think proper. 

Merchandizes from and imported into France by 
Britih fubjects, in carts, chelts, &c. fhall only pay 
a duty according to the real weight of fuch merchan- 
dizes ; and the weight of the packages fhall be de- 
du&ed, as has been hitherto the cuftom in England. 

Should any matter of a fhip, or other perfon act- 
ing for him, make a mistake in entering her cargo, 
neither fhip or cargo fhall be liable to confifcation 
for fuch miitake; and the owners of the goods o- 
mitted to be entered fhall be entitled to the fame, 
on only paying the accuftomed duties, provided 
there be not any reafon to fufpect fraud ; nor fhall 
the merchant or matter of {uch fhip be fubje&@ to any 
penalty, by reafon of fuch omiflion, if the goods o- 
mitted in the declaration thould not have been land- 
ed before fuch declaration was made. 

Should either power eflablith prohibitions, or in- 
creafe the import duties on goods or merchandize 
of the growth or manufacture of the other, not a- 
bove fpecified, the fame fhall be general, and not 
confined to the fubjects of either of the contra&ting 
parties, but operate equally on the fubjects of the 
moft favoured European nations ; and in cafe of re- 
voking prohibitions, or diminifhing fuch duties, in 
favour of any other Eur mean na:.on, the fame ge- 
neral fyftem {hall be adhered to; the cafes referved 
in this treaty to be always excepted. 

"The Capitation ‘t'ax; or head-money paid in Eng- 
Jand by French fubjects, and a duty paid by Englith 
fubjecis in Vrance, called Argent da chef, vo be no 
longer demanded in either c*rntry. 

Should either power think proper to grant boun- 
ties for encouraging the exportation of articles, the 
natural maeufaStures or produce of the foil, the o- 
ther party may add to the prefent duties on merchan- 
dize imported into his dominions, a duty equal to 
the faid bounty. This {tipulation not to affect draw- 
backs allowed on exportation. 

As foon as laws can be pailed in Great Britain 
for fecuring to the fubjcéts of his Moft Chriftian 
Majelty the reciprocal advantages of this treaty, the 
advantages hereby granted to his Britannic Majeity’s 
fubjects fhall take place. 

‘The fame with refpect co Ireland. 








_ from one port of the faid enemy to another. 
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Shipa of his Britannic Majelty arriving in € 
minions of France from Great Britain or Ireland, 


or any other foreign port, not to pay freight, or an 
fimilar duty. French thips are ‘alto to be exempte 
in the Britith dominions, from the duty of fiye fhil- 
lings, or any other charge of the fame kind. 

Privateers, not fubjeéts to either nation, or un- 
friendly to either, are not to arm their fhips in the 
ports of either kingdom, or difpofe of any proper- 
ty they have made prize of ; nor to oe mote 
provilions than may be neceffary for their voyage 
to the neareft port in their country they belong 
to. 
Should any difpute arife between the commander 
of a thip and his crew, in any port of either power, 
no more fhall be required by the Magiftrate, of the 
party accufed, than his giving the to accufer a de- 
claratien (the Magiftrate witnefling the fame), Bind- 
ing him to anfwer that matter before a proper Ma- 
giltrate in his own country ; and this being done, it 
will be unlawful for the feamen to defert, or by any 
other means to impede the commander in the profe- 
cution of his voyage. F 

Merchants may tranfa@ bufinefs, or correfpond 
by letters, in what language they pleafe. In cafe of 
difpute, a merchant hall be obliged to bring all his 
books into Court, but to expofe only fuch parts as 
may be neceflary to determine the matter in quefti- 
on; nor can the faid books be taken from the hands 
of the owners, but in cafes of bankruptcy. Britifh 
fubjeAs are not obliged to ufe ftamped paper, ex 
for their day-books, which, as evidence in cafe ofa 
Jaw-fyit, all perfons trading in France are to obferve, 
and which is to be attefted or indorfed, gratis, by 
the Judge. 

All merchants, commanders of thips, and other 
Britith fabje@s, within the European dominions of 
his moft Chriftian Majefty, miay manage their own 
affairs themfelves, or by whom they think proper to 
appoint, and not be obliged to employ an interpreter 
or broker. Matters of thips at Bourdeaux, or ary 2) ae 
other port, may load or unload their veflels them- 
felves, or employ whoever they pleafe for that pure 
pofe ; and not be obliged to employ perfons appoint- 
ed by public authority for the tranfaétion of that br- 
finefs. Nor thali they be obliged to unload into c- 
ther veflels, or take them into their own, or wait for 
their being loaded a greater length of time than | 
may think proper. French fubje@ts, in the Briti 
European dominions, to enjoy, of courfe, the fame 
reciprocal advantages. 

Ships of either party, being laden, forced by ftrefs * 
of weather into the ports of the other, or otherwife- ——““s. = 
coming to land, fhall not be obliged to unlade their 
cargoes, or pay any duty, unlefs they do fo volunta- 
rily. They may, however, (having previoufly ob- 
‘tained permiflion from the proper officer) difpofe of 
fuch part of their cargoes as may be neceffary to de- 
fray the expences of vitualling or refitting ; and not 
pay duty for more than fuch part as fhall adtually be 
difpofed of. 

The thips of either power thall be permitted to fail 
to and from the ports or places of thofe who may 
be at war with the other party, without any mole(ta- 
tion, or any diftinction being made who are the pro- 
prietors of the merchandizes therein contained, whe- 
ther fuch fhips are bound to or from the ports of 
fuch enemy, and whether the faid thips are bound 
t Every 
article found on board thips belonging to the fubjedts 
of the refpective powers aré to be confidered as free, 
though all or part of the lading fhall belong to the 
enemies of thé contracting parties, (contraband 
goods excepted) and even be intended for the fuc- 
cour of their enemies. Perfons on board free hips, 
though enemies to both or either party, to enjoy the ‘ 
fame liberty, unlefs they are foldiers. 

All merchandizes, not contraband, to enjoy the 
fame liberty of commerce and navigation. 

All implements of war, of what kind foever they 
may be, are to be confidered as contraband. 

Cloth, manufaftures woven of wool, cotton, flax, 
filk, or other materials, wearing apparel and clothes, 
with the materials they are compofed of, tin, lead, 
iron, brafs, copper, coals, wheat, barley, and other 
kinds of corn and pulfe, {pices of all forts, fmoaked 
and falted fijh, tobacco, butter and cheefe, oil, wines, 
fugars, beer, falts of all forts, guld coined and un- 
coined, and generally all things which ferve for the 
fultenance of life, are not to be confidered as prohi- 
bited. Cotton, ropes ofall forts, cables, fails, fail- 
cloths, hemp, tallow, pitch, tar, rofin, anchors, or a- 
ny paits thereof, thip-mafts, planks, boards and 
beams of what wood foever, all things neceflary for 
building and repairing fhips, and all other articles 
not formed or prepared for the purpofes of war, thall 
not be confidered as contraband or prohibited, bute 
may be tranfported or carried even to places belong- 
ing to the enemies of either party, provided fuch 
place flall not, at that time, be afual y befieged, 

To prevent ail mifunderftandings, fhould either 
of the contracting powers be at war, the ‘thips be- 
longing to the fubje¢ts of the other mutt be furnifh- 
ed with paflports, expreflive of a particular defcrip- 
tion of the fhip, her mafter or commander, &c. and 
the faid paflports to be made out in a form _prefcri- 
bed. —They thall be recalled every year, in cafe the 
ihips return in that time; otherwife the fame {hall 
continue in force. Certificates are alfo to be provie 
ded, containing the particulars of the cargo, the 
place the thip failed from, and where the is bound to, 
in order to afcertain whether any goods, confidered (& 
by this treaty, as prohibited; are on board. .

‘any allowance to difpofe thereof; and the {hip it- 
Aelf, and fach parts of her catgo as are not prohibit- 
ed, are to be deemed free, aud not detained on any 
pretence whatever, 

Property belonging to fubjects of either party, la- 
den on board a thip belonging to an enemy of the o- 
ther, to be confifeated the fame as if belunging to 
the enemy himfelf, though fuch property may not 
come under the defcription of contraband, excepting 
they were put on board before the declaration of 
war, or ordet for reprifals ; or within the following 
limits, viz. If put on board within two months after 
fuch declaration, between Archangel, St Peterf- 
burgh, and the Scilly Iflands, and between the faid 
iflands and Gibraltar ; of ten weeks in the Medi- 
terranean ; and eight months in any other place in 
the world. In thefe cafes they hall not be forfeited; 
nor fhall they, on the other hand, if contraband, be 
carried to the enemy’s ports. 

Commanders of {hips of war, or privateers, be- 
longing to both powers, fhall have (trict orders nor 
to do any injury to the other party ; and in cafe of 
difobeying the faid orders, to be punifhed, and make 
ample fatisfaStion. ; 

Commanders of privateers, carrying no more than 
one hundred and fifty men, to give bond in fifteen 
hundred pounds (terling ; and thofe carrying a great- 
er number than one hundrrd and fifty, to give bond 
in three thoufand pounds, that they will mike fatis- 
faction for the damages done by themfelves, or thofe 
employed under them, under penalty likewife of ha- 
ving their commiflions annulled. 

The contracting powers to give effefual.orders 
for the adminiltration of juftice, concerning prizes in 
the Admiralty Courts, by competent judges, unin- 
terefted in the caufes in difpute. 

Commanders of fhips of war not to exact from 
merchant fhips “any other verification than their cer- 
tificates and paflports. Should fuch pafiports ‘or 
certificates be wanting, and it be made appear from 
other teftimonies, that it belongs to Britifh or 
French fubjects, and not carrying contraband goods 
to the enemy of the other, in that cafe it fhall not 
be confifcated, but be allowed to proceed ‘to the 
place of its deftination. 

Should the mafter named in the paffport die, or be 
removed, and another to be put in his place, the 
fame paffports thall continue in full force. 

A thip or goods, having remained in the enemy’s 
poffefion twenty-four hours, fhail not, for that rea- 
fon only, be confidered as a prize ; but if they ought 
to be reftored on other accounts, they may be re- 
claimed by the owners. 

Should the Minifter of either power, refiding at 
the court of the other, complain of the injuftice of 
any fentence given, the fame fhall be revifed by 
their refpestive councils, unlefs they thall have al- 
ready decided thereon. Jultice to be done in the 
{pace of three months ; but the goods in difpute 
not to be difpofed of, the revifion thereof {till 
being determined, unlefs by confent of both par- 


ties. 

Should difficulties arife about the legality of 
prizes, and the difpute be put to judicial decifion, 
the goods fhall be unthipped, an inventory and ap- 
praifement made, and fecurity be required from the 
perfon making the prize, to pay the colts, in cafe 
fuch prize fhould not be declared lawful, Security, 
in the other cafe, muft be had from the claimant, 
for paying the value of the prize, in cafe of the cap- 
ture’s being declared legal. Thefe fecurities being 
given refpectively, the prige fhall be delivered tothe 
claimant ; but fhould the claimant refufe fuch fecu- 
rity, the prize hall be given to the captor, in cafe 
he gives fecurity to pay the full value of the prize, 
if it fhall be pronounced unlawful. In either cafe, 
the judge’s fentence not to be delayed in its execu- 
tion by reafon of any appeal from either claimant or 
captor. 

Should any.merchants fhips be wrecked on the 
coafts of either kingdom, whatever fhall be faved 
therefrom fhall be faithfully rettored to the owners, 
paying only fuch rate of falvage as fhall be fettled 
on both fides; each nation, however, referving to 
itfelf its own rights and cuftoms, the abolition or 
modification of which fhall be treated upon in cafes 
where they fhall be contrary to the regulations of 
this treaty-. Perfons inhumanely taking advantages 
of the oolisilinise fufferers, in cafes of {hipwreck, to 
Be feverely punithed. 

Subjects ef each kingdom may employ fuch attor- 
nies, advocates, folicitors, and factors, as they 
pleafe, which are to be appointed by the ordinary 
judges. vie 

Neither thall have power to receive into their ports, 
fea-robbers,or pirates, nor permit their fubjects to af- 
ford them any. afliftance or fupport, but rather to do 
all in their power to bring them, and whoever ma 


auit or conceal them, to puoifhment. And all vel, 


fels and goods, which have been taken by fuch pi 
rates, and brought into the ports of either kingdom, 
even if fold to others, (provided the fad be fully 
proved) hail be reitored to the original cwners, or 
their agents. All thips and merchandizs, which 
may be refcued from any pirates on the high feas, 
fhall be delivered to the officers of the Cutgms in 
fome port of either kingdom, in order trat they 
be fully reftored to the owner, as foon as he {hall 
make proof of fuch veifel or goods being tually 
his property. 

Men of war and privateers of either kingdim may 
take the veffels and goods, captured from thér ene- 
mies, to wirat port or place they think proper, with- 
out paying fees either to the Judges or Admifaly 
Officers ; nor fhall fuch prizes, if brought ‘into the 
ports of either kingdom, be arrefted or detained ; 
but the commander of fuch fhip of war, having 
fhewn his commiflion, be permitted to fail at pleafure 
for the place mentioned in fuch commiflion for his 
prizes to be taken to. No fhelter to be given in the 
ports of one power to fuch thips as have made prizes 
on the fubjects of the other. Should fuch thips, 
however, be driven in. by {trels of weather, they 
thall be obliged to depart as foon as they pollibly can 
with fafety. 

No thips or goods of one power to be taken with- 
in cannon-{hot of the coafts or twers in the domini- 
ons of the other; and in cafe of fuch a circum({tance 
happening; the two powers will unite their force and 
authority that the damage fhall be made good. 

Their Maje(ties engage, that in cafe the captors 
of veffels fhall be proved to have ufed any torture on 
the fubjects of either party, who may be on board 
the veflels fa captured, fuch vellel, with every per- 
fon and thing on board, hall be declared free ; and 
the perpetrators of fuch barbarities, and their accef- 
faries, be mott feverely punithed, without refpect of 
perfons. 

After the fignature of this treaty, the two powers 
are to agree upon appointing confuls, open the pla- 
ces of their elftabliihment, and the nature of neir 
functions. 

The fubjects of either power in the dominios of 
the other thall enjoy, in every refpect whatfoever, 
the fame privileges as the molt favoured natioss do 
now, or may hereafter enjoy. 

Should any inconveniencies or contravenions, 
through inadvertency, or otherwife, arife concerning 
the obfervation of this teaty, fuch inconveniendes or 
contraventions fhall not interfere with the friendihip 
fubfifting between the two powers; but the treaty 
thall fubGift in fuil force, a proper remedy to be pros 
cured for removing the inconveniencies, and muking 
reparation for the contraventions 3 and if the fabjects 
of either power be found ia fault, they only fhiil be 
punithed for fuch offence. 

Their Majeities referve to themfelves refpectively, 
the right of revifing this treaty after 12 years, to be 
computed from the time that laws are palled-in Eng- 
land and Lreland for carrying the fame into exccu- 
tion, and make fuch alterations, for the advantage 
of iheir refpective fubjects, as times or circumftances 
may render neceffary. ‘The faid revifion to be com- 
plated in twelve months, after which the prefeat 
treaty thall be void; but, in that cafe, the friend- 
fhip and harmony of the two nations fhall not be in- 
terrupted, 

This treaty to be ratified in two months, at mott, 


aftcr the Plenipotentiaries fhall have exchanged fig- 
natures.

It is the duty of 
Minifters to bring about a conciliation with the court 
of Peterfburgh if poflible before the new year, to 
which time fhe has indulged our merchants with the 
continuance of the principal privileges enjoyed by 
them under the late Treaty. Perhaps the Miniiters 
have poftponed the meeting till the middle of Janua- 
ry in the profpect of being able to lay all the pending 
Treaties on the table at the fame time. 

By an accurate calculation, made by feveral peo- 
ple who are minutely informed of the exact quantity 
of cotton wool that is now in the kingdom, as like- 
wife of the number of bales that are coming from 
the different parts abroad to England ; as alfo of the 
weekly confumption of cotton in Lancafhire, and 
the other counties in England, Scotland, and Wales, 
&c. it appears that the whole will be confumed, or 
worked up, by the beginning of March next. 

The Neptune man of war is ordered to be re- 
built in the King’s Yard at Portfmouth, to carry 90 
guns, like the lait of that name. - 

Orders are given by Government for a fufficient 
quantity of provifions to be got ready immediately, 
to be put on board the tranfports bound to Botany 
Bay. 

Yefterday Capt. G. Lumfdain was appointed by 
Lord Howe to command the King’s Tither Slovp 
of War, which has had 2cormplese repair, and is 
érdered for the Mediterranean.

Office. 

Died on Friday Jaft, at Mulgrave-hall, in the 32d 
year of his age, the Hon. Charles Phipps, nxt 
brother to Lord Mulgrave. He was a Captain in 
the Royal navy, Member in the prefent Parliament 
for Minehead, and in the two laft for Scarborough. 

Letterrs from Calais, dated OStober 20. mention, 
that the Hon. Captain ‘Vhomas Shirley, brother to 
Farl Ferrers, died at Boulogne a few days fince. 
This gentleman was one of the eldc{t Poft Captains 
in the Britifh navy. His fervices on the coaft of 
Africa and in the Weft Indies, as commanding offi- 
cer, obliged him to controul and fign accounts of 
thofe under his direction, which, {trange to relate, 
caufed an impref? againit his pay! In confequence 
of which he was under the neceility of retiring from 
his native country, and living abroad in very embar- 
rafltd circumftances. 

The Trial packet, Capt. Pointer, which was dif- 
patched to China in OSober lait, with difpatches to 
the Company’s agents to provide cargoes for the thip- 
ping which were to be fent from lurope this year, 
was ordered afterwards to goto the Prefidencies of 
Bengal and Madras, from whence the is expecled 
home next month, or by Chriftmas at farthelt. 

There are no lefs than eleven actions brought a- 
gainft Cuftom houfe officers for illegal feizures on 
the ‘lhames, to be tried the enfuing term. 

Yefterday the new Commitlioners received their 
fecond guarter’s payment, towards the reducticn 
of the naional debt, which is now half a million lefs 
than it was fix months ago. 

The {tate of the reyonue has been made up to 
Michaetmas Taft, and the produce of the quarter 
greatly exceeds that of any former quarter.

A plan is in agitation among fome real friends to 
Magna Charta, to celebrate the wra of King John’s 
grant thereof to the Barons, in the month of May 
next, at Runny-mead, and a fubfcription is fer on 
foot for the purpofe of defraying all neceflary expen- 
ces attendant on the occation 

Saturday, the man who had undertaken, for the 
fum of 20 |. to’ bring to the ground the weathercock 
upon the fjire of the old Abbey Church of St Al- 
ban’s, fucceeded in his enterprifing and very he- 
zardous attempt; he defcended about four o’clock 
in the afternoon, amidit the applaufes of a great con- 
courfe of people. This adventurer is a young man, 
by trade a bafket maker; and he made his feaffold 
from the ground to the top of the {pire entirely with 
ozier twigs, forming a ferpentine paflage, with a 
kind of landing place (if the phrafe may be allowed) 
every fix or eight fteps.

Awnecnote of the late Lord Afbburton, whey 
Mr Dunning. —The complaints that have been made 
at times of the very improper language which barri-

itance, and perceiving that his caufe was gone, the 
cclebrared Barrifter concluded the bufnefs by afking 
the witnefs, Whether he got mofb by his half-pay or 
hy falfe fwearing ?--Captain Morris made no reply, 
but, retiring to his inn, immediately wrote a chal- 
lenge to Mr Dunning for the public infult he had 
jult reecived from him. Mr 1D-—— received this 
unwelcome paver in Court, and handed it imme- 
diately to the Judge, who, not being able to confi- 
der it in any other light than asa contempt of Court, 
ordered his tip{taff to bring Mr Morris immediately 
before him. ‘Che towa of Bodmyn foon rang with 
the event, and the whole body of country gentlemen 
offered to give fecurity for Mr Morris to any amount. 
Mr D—-— found himfelf in an unpleafant {rapes 
and by the interpofition of the Judge, the affair paf- 
fed off. At the following aflizes, however, Mr 
D—— was re-engaged in the bufinefs of browbheat- 
ing ; when an arch country fellow, under examina- 
tion, told him, in a farcaftic rone, that if he conti 
nued his out of the away quefiions, he would molt 
certainly Captain Morris him.

T may perhaps be of fome ufe to Scotland to give 

the following a place in your paper. 

If the perfon who addrcifed the manufa@urers of 
Scotland from Glafgow, in your paper, a few days 
ago, be entitled to the fignature he aifumed, Jet him 
fummon a jury of intelligent manufacturers in that 
induftrious neighbourhood, (and he will eafily find 
great numbers highly proper to. conftitute fuch a ju- 
ry), and Jet them return a difpaffionate and a candid 
anfwer to the following queries ; 

ift, Whether a manufadurer, who requires the 
reafonable labour of fix days to fapport himfelf and 
his family comfortably through the week, is or is 


hot a fore uleful maa to the fate, more ufeful to 
his own family, and alfo to bis maflér—+is more 
healthy himfelf, and more domeftically happy, than 
when the labour of three or of four days, will main- 
tain his family during the week ?~-In the firlt cafe, 
he lives fobérly and regularly in his own houfe, and 
in his leifure-hours he enjoys the plea‘ures of dome- 
ftie fociety.—In the other, he paffes near a half of 
his time in vicious diflipation in the alehoufe ; he is 
a (tranger a home; his family are negleéted, and 
often his istemperance makes him encroach deeply 
ypon that proporyon of his wages which is abfolute- 
ly neceffary for the maintenance of his family. 
adly, If in very dear years the price of Jabour ri. 
fes, is it ia cheap years that labour falls to its jaft 
price ? 
3dly, Whether it is not for the intereft of the 
manufactures of this country, that the price of pro- 
vifions fhould be as nearly {tattonary as poflible, and 
that the price of labour and of provifions thould bear 
a juft proportion to each other ? 
4thly, Whether this objeét can be attained with 
any tolerable degree of certainty, if we do not an- 
nually raife within ourfeves as much corn as we 
confume. yearly 2? The price of freight, infurance, 
commillion, (thefe objeéts of mercantile f{pecula- 
tion), muft add to the yalue of imported grain, and 
therefore ought never to be encouraged, but in ca- 
fes of abfolute neceflity.—If foreign grain is import- 
ed too freely, and the farmer finds himfelf under- 
{ald by this.impertation, when the price over the 
whole kingdom is’ below the importation price, he 
docs! wot raife: fo much grain in fucceeding years ; 
and jif'a:bad crop; or a bad harveft happen, when 
the fowing is reduced, the country matt fuffer infi- 
nite difhefs. 
sthly, When all our home-manufaQures, and all 


bitory duties to a certain extent, why thould the ma- 
nufacture of grain, which is unqueftionably the firft 
of aJl manufadtures, be left unprotected, or left un- 
der the optration of a law which can be fo eafily e- 
vaded, andwhich has heen moft notorioufly abufed 
in the near teighbourhood of Glafgow ? 

Let the Gentlemen of the jury take the following 
facts under their confideration when they are in- 
clofed. ; 

That fromthe Union, when the Englith corn- 
laws were introduced into Scotland, down for fixty 
years thereafter, there was hardly any fuch thing as 
importation: into Great Britain known, excepting in 
the years w741 and 1757. Inthe: firit of thefe 
ycarsy the: importation was only 120,600 quarters ; 
in the laft, i: was 150,000 quarters. The yearly 
average impertation for that long period was 20,050, 
which is as ito 823 of the yearly produce. ‘The 
average exportation yearly in the fame period was 
about $00,090 quarters. 

During that period, though the value of moncy 
has fallen confiderably, and the price of labour has 
nearly doubled, yet the price of grain has fallen. 

From the commencement of the prefenr Jaw, in 
the 1773, for a period of twelve years, the average 
importation has been 583,067 quarters, which is as 
1. to 28 of the produce, fuppofiag the produce not 
leflencdl ; and the average exportation has fallen to 
236,9D1 quarters.» Incthoft, the balance of rrades 
Fas to this Branch, has tarned feverely to the prejudice 
of Great Britain, and the natioa, has. experienced 
more diftrefs for bread-corn in thefe, twelve years, 
than we kfew ‘in the whole fixty years of the firft 
period. In the years 1775 aod 1783, we imported 
above a million of quarters in each, 

Let candid and dif affionate citizens confider thefe 
ftriking facts, and Jet them tay if the country thould 
be allowed to remain any longer under the opera- 
tion of a law, which in its principle matt be falfe, 
and in its execution has been moit fraudulently ab- 
furd: 1 

The fpeculation of merchants in grain ought firlt 
to be confined to Great Britain; and no couaty 
ought to be ppen for importation, while it can be 
carried. coaltways, and fold below the importation 
price'in’ the “county where the demand is. I have 
reafon to Bélicve, that the Gentlemen at Edinburgh 
had no other object in view ;.and if the plan they 
have fuggelted thall be found, after a full and deli- 
berate examination, to fall fhort of that object, let 
a better be fubitituted in the place of that ove. Bur 
if it be a national objeét to turn the balance of trade 
in our favour in that particular,,let.us fet about it 
with ferious attention, CLVIS.

Osservations on the New Form of Process. 


S the whole Church of Scotland is at prefeat 
engaged in preparing an improved Form of 
Progefs, intended chiefly to regulate the criminal 
procedure in the ecclefia(tical courts, “it may not be 
improper to fuggett a few obfervations on the over- 
ture which is at prefent under tranfmiflion on that 
fubject. ' 
‘The purpofe of thefe obfervations is not by any 
means to offer any amendments to the adoption of 
prefbyteries, as I thall have occafion to prove a cir- 
cum(tance of which, perhaps, prefbyteries are not a- 
ware, viz. that it is abfolutely impoflible to alter an 
overture in the courfe of its tran{miflion. This 
right is, indeed, de sure, in the prefbyteries ; bur, 
de fad?o, they have no check upon the Aiflzmbly but 
one, 4. es to difapprove ; becanfe, unlefs the majo- 
rity of the prefbyreries of Scotland concur in the 
fame individual correction, the propotition objected 
to ftands as approved in the general return. 

‘The defe&s in the form of procefs of 1707, 
which render fome alteration’ in the Jaw indifpenfibly 
neceflary, afife chiefly from the delay of juttice to 
which ir givés occafion, it being in the power of 
miniiters under libel to protraé& their caufe for five, 
feven, cr even ten years; becaufe, as_ the church- 
law ftands, an appeal from any fingle interlocutor in 
the caufe arrefts the whole procedure till the circum- 
{tance appealed againjt fhall have made the annual 
circnit of all the church courts. 

This delay is attended with a circumftance which

ey to the World as tarnithed by the fidmérods 
candalg of its minifters, as 41 Affembly feldomt 
meets without having one or mote cavfes of this 
kind before therm ; whereas the truchic, the namber 
of procefles again't minifters is extrenely fall; and 
it is (till but the fime caufes which, fér half a feoré 
of years together, return to the feview of fuccellive 
Affemblies. 

By fome falutary provifions in the o¥erure Which 
is now under tranfm hon, the delays which ocfafiod, 
fo mach difgrace may be prevented in furure. Ju- 
{tice will be fpeedy. But there are defects in the 
overttire a¢ it now ftands, as well as fome propufi- 
tions which feem exceprionable. Aad as this is thé 
proper moment for bringing forward any objections 
to that form, [ thall now fubmit to the clergy the 
following obfervations :— 

t. There is a defect which is common to thé 
form of procefs of 1707, and to that now propofed, 
which is, that there is no provilion for a gradation 
of punifhments proportioned to the degrees of guilt 
of which a minifter may be convidted. The want 
of fach provifion in our ecclefiattical law hath long 
been a fubject of complaint. Every fpecies of ime 
moral conduét is a relevant ground of libel againit a 
minifter ; yet, as all cranfgreffions of the law are not 
equally heinous, there is a manifeit tmpropriety in 
applying ty every cafe the fame puniflimen. 

It is true, there are three f{pecies of cenfures 
within the power of church courts, Rebuke, Sufpen- 
fion, and Depofition. With regard to rebuke and 
fufpenfion, the fame obfervation applies, viz. That 
they are only punifhments to men of feafibiliry, bué 
are riot calculated to make any imprefhon upon thofe 
characters which are the moft proper objects of pus 
nifhment. ‘There is, therefore, no medium between 
a cerifure which may be confidered as a mere trife, 
and the dreadful doom of depofition, which is utrer 
ruin—infamy and beggary united. ‘The confequeneé 
of this arrangement is unfavourable to the purity of 
the Church. Men of principle, fitting as judges in 
the court of the laft refort, fee a clear proof of guilt 


in a certaia degree, and in fuch a degree as ought - 


not to pais with the mock cenfare of rebuke or fu- 
fpenfion ; yet, laying their hands upon their hearts, 
they think they ought not, in the fight of God and 
of a good confcience, to vote the vtter deftruation of 
the offending brother, convicted of a trefpais which 
deferves correétion only ; yet there is but one alter- 
native, condenmation or acquittal. Judges, there~ 
fore, educated under the difcipline of the Chrittian 
religion, feel it to be their duty, in a ftrait like this, 
to acquit a guilty man, rather than commit injaftice 


by the infliction of a punifhment which is too heavy 


for the offence. ’ 
It is propofed, in the overture now under confi« 
deration, to apply for an act of Parliament to fecure 
the attendance of witnefles upon libels which con- 
clude for depofition. The evil above fpecified will 
be completely removed without any additional ex- 
pence, if the propofed bill fhall likewife eftablith a 
provifion to give weight to fentences of fufpenfion, 
by veflting a power in the church-courts to attach a 
certain proportion of the (tipend for the fupport of 
an afliftant during the fufpenfion of a minifter. B 
this fimple expedient, which is agreeable to the re- 


gular practice in the bishops courts in England, ig. _ 


will be in the power of the church-courts to adjuft 
their cenfures to the meafure of crimes. There’ 
will then be a regular’ fcale of punifhments in our 
criminal jurifprudence, Rebuke --Simple Sufpen- 
fion ~Sufpenfion, with the burden of an affiftant, 
and with greater or with f{maller provifion to him, 
and for a longer or thorter term, or /ine die, accord 
ing to the circumftances of the cafe-—and, laftly, 
Depofition. Thus juftice may be done upon every 
offender, which cannot well be effefted under the 
prefeat arrangement where impunity or ruin form the 
fole alternative. By this amendment of our ecclefi- 


altical law, parifhes would not be left defolate du- - 


ring the fulpenfion of minifters; and men, whom 
the difgrace of a fentence of fafpenfion might not af 
fect, would feel and dread the chaltifement, if, by 
the fame decree, they fhould be bound to pay for 
the fupply of their parifhes. * 

2. By the new overture, the term of prefcription 
is 8 Ag to be extended from five to ten years. 
It is faid, that this claufe was gone into by la(t Af- 
fembly, at-the motion of a country Jawyer, and when 
the Houfe was in a hurry; this may, perhaps, ac- 
count for the exiftence of fuch a propofition in the 
printed overture ; but it is fo contrary to found fenfe, 
that there is no doubt of its fate in the returns of 
prefbyteries. This circumftance leads me to fug- 
gelt, that if a new form of procefs (hall be material. 
ly fpoiled, it will be by the attempts of men more 
filled in the civil than in the ecclefiaftical Jaws of 
this kingdom, who will endeavour to fqueeze thé 


new code into a refemblance of the form of procefs ° 


in the fecular courts, without attending to the pecn- 
liar fpirit of our ecclefiaftical republic, which re. 
quires rules of procedure fuited to its own radica 
principles, and to. the ends of its difcip'ine, which 
bear no analogy in nature co the conttitution and ob- 
jets of thofe courts, whofe rules are inceffantly vo- 
ciferated in the Affembly to perplex its procedure.
